THE ‘DEVIL IN THE HORSES. 


A Kind ofan Epidemic of Rusaways 
Yesterday. 

Several buggies and wagons were broken to 
pieces yesterday by runaway horses. 

At an early hour, David Murphy's two horses, 
attached toa dray, ran down Portland avenue 
from Fourteenth street and frightened overy- 
body along the route. Mr. M. had his foot badly 
mashed, and perhaps broken. A doctor was 
called to see him. 

A few hours later a horse attached to a brewe- 
ry wagon became frightened and dashed down 
Kast Broadway, strewing lager beor as he went. 
Some one was brave and active enough to catch 
him at Preston street. Nothing was broken ex- 
cept one or two beer ke 

Near the same hour a horse ran out First 
etreet with a pair of shafts hanging to him. He 
went by way of First, Walnut, East, and Green 
streets till mearthe Frankfort depot. It is sup- 
posed that the vehicle was smashed all to plecas. 
Several children barely got out of his way. Any 
one could have been killed by the shafts striking 
him. Fortunately the animal was caught with- 
out further damage. 

The next runaway was in the lower part of the 
city. Mr. Hartly was driving a young horse of 
Mr. Daboney, on Seventh street, between Mark >t 
and Jefferson. The animal went along very well 
till he got to Twentieth and Grayson streets. He, 
too, became frightened, and started up Grayson 
street ata terrible rate. Mr. Hartly managed 
by some means to get to the ground unhurt, leav- 
Me the infuriated animal to make the best of it. 
At Nineteenth and Grayson he struck a fence 
and tore the sulky all to pieces. The harness 
and fragments of the vehicle, however, held their 
hold, apd in this way the horse came up through 
the city. A long and large pile of rock lies along 
Jefferson street, between Kleventh and Twelfth. 
The horse did not turn aside for these rocks, but 
went over them with perfect case. Turning 
round ta, Market street, he eame near running 
into a cellar, which, it is thought, would have 
killed him. He was caught soon efterward. 

Finally about 7 o'clock in the evening another 
horse and buggy ran out Third street from Jef- 
ferson. It belonged to some gentleman who 
lives at Taylor barracks. This wag a fine sorrel 
horse, which ran faster and made more disturb- 
Some of the 
wheels were shaken to pieces and dropped by the 
wayside. Several other vehicles were along the 
route, and came near boing torn to pieces. They, 
however, managed to get ont of the way. At 
Guthrie street the buggy struck a post of some 
kind and was literally shivered. The animal, not 
hurt, but terribly frightened, went on at a rapid 
pace to the barracks. It willtake several days 
and much money to repair the injuries of yester- 


day.

The Peculiar Institution?“ Before

Opinion of Judge McKeon. 


Sat? Laks, Sept. 27.—In relation to the 
challenge and rejection of Elders George 
Cannon, H. B. Clawson, and James Townsend, 
Grand Jurors, the y having testified that polyg- 
amy is one of the fundamental doctrines of 
the church of which they are mem- 
bers; that they believe that polygamy is a 
revelation of God to that church, and that 
they do not believe a man living in polygamy 
is guilty of adultery, Chief Justice McKeon 
has just — 1 the following opinion: 

“the sophism by which polygamy is sought 
to be justified as being in harmony with 
American civilization, is that polygamy is a 
religious practice; that religious toleration is 
one of the fundamental principles of the Fed- 
eral Constitution; that, therefore, polygamy is 
protected by the Constitution, and all laws 
enacted against it are unconstitutional. If 
the masses of the American ople were bar- 
barians, or if the patriarchal or the tribal 
system of government prevailed among them, 
it is needless to say that our Constitution and 
institutions could not exist. It is not a littie 

umiliating that it should seem to be anneces- 
sary to add that our ©onetitation and 
institutions do not. require, nay, do not per- 
mit the toleration of any practice which wares 
war against the existence of civilization. 
There have been religions which required 
them to offer up human sacrifices to the sun, 
and to cast infant children to the crocod1 . 
of the Ganges; but if such deeds were done in 
this country, is there in all the land one man 
s dishonest that he would attempt to justify 
them by the plea of religious toleration?’’
